proper thing to do, but at he samé 
time let me caution you that there 
is danger of a loss unless you £0 
at the business in the right way. 


In making your decision for this 
business let me ask you, “Do you 
like the poultry business? Can 
you spend minutes and hours with 
your chickens and be happy? Do 
you like to hear the hens cackle 
and the roosters crow? Do you 
like to work and fuss with many 
small details? Are you willing to 
clean up about your chickens ey- 
ery day, keep their quarters clean, 
and disinfect your premises where- 
ever it might be needed? Are you 
willing to follow a designated pro- 
gram mapped out by a poultry ex- 
pert?” If you can give the proper 
answer to these questions, and are 
able to make proper preparations, 
and to buy the chicks required, 
you are the right party for this 
business. 


I believe it «will be to our inter- 
est to first think of raising chickens 
for the market, and especially so 
if we wish to start in the near fu- 


ture. A twelve week old leghorn 
should weigh 1.40 pounds with a 
feed bill of 6.83 pounds of grain 
and mash, and at the same age 
the Rhode Island Red should weigh 
2.25 pounds with a feed bill of 
7.56 pounds of grain and mash. 
These are figures given by one of 
our Experiment Stations. Now cal- 
culate the cost of this feed on five 
hundred chicks plus the cost of 
the chick and you can clearly see 
there is a good profit if we will 
do our part by giving them proper 
care and attention. Last February 
we sold friers for forty cents per 
pound. Let me give you some facts 
as to what other people have ac- 
complished in the poultry business. 


Mrs. Huskin, of Taylor County, 
Texas, made more profit last year 
from her flock of 180 hens than 
her husband did from 25 acres of 
cotton. In addition to the cash 
profit, she replenished her flock 
and fed her family all the eggs 
and chickens they wanted, A flock 
of 126 Rhode Island Reds kept un- 
der ordinary farm conditions, net- 
ted $876.26 for E. S. Henry, of 
Arkansas, last year. 

Between Nov. 1st, 1927, and 
October 31st, 1928, a flock which 
averaged 137 pullets laid 27,776 
eggs for W. H. Harms, of Sop- 
choppy, Fla. He sold the eggs at 
an average price of 88 cents per 
dozen, and his average net profit 
per bird was $3.95. J. C. Story,

Every Southern farmer should 
have a flock of good pure bred 
chickens to supply poultry and 
eges for family ase and to provide 
a cash income for 52 weeks in the 
year. Poultry and eggs are perhaps 
more easily converted into cash— 
any time, anywhere—than any 
other farm product. 

Since giving the poultry busi- 
ness some study for the past few 
weeks, I believe if we could get 
every farmer in this county to 
equip himself with a good poultry 
yard and keep 200 high grade lay- 
ing hens, we would be surprised to 
know the amount of money that 
would be flowing back to this 
county. One hundred good, intel- 
ligent farmers in any one com- 
munity, keeping five hundred good 
hens each, will have a car load of 
eggs to sell every week. 


The South is the deal section 
of the country for poultry raising. 
Soil and climatie conditions are as 
nearly perfect as could be expect- 
ed and, no matter how rapid the 
progress, it will be a long time 
before the South raises enough 
poultry to supply home markets. 

New York City eats over seven 
million. eggs per day. One hun- 
dred million dollars is a conserva- 
fre estimate of what New York 
pays for poultry and eges in a 
year. 

And yet, of the forty-two car- 
loads of poultry unloaded in New 
York during the week ending Oc- 
tober 80th, only one car showed 
up from the South, and it was 
from Oklahoma. Pretty much the 
same thing was true of the ship- 
ments received each week.  Cali- 
fornia and the Middle Western 
States are supplying this market, 
and also shipping many millions of 
dollars worth of poultry products 
into the South. Tennessee eggs 
have been sold in Elba within the 
past few months. Let me ask you, 
“Who is to blame?” 

We told you last week to look 
for announcement relative to an 
expert specialist being in Elba to 
give us information on poultry. We 
are glad to advise that Mr. G, A.

“Ts there a way out?” the speak- 
er asked, “Yes, seven years ago 
the farmers, under an act of Con- 
gress and the State Legislature, 
set up their own farmer-owned and 
controlled marketing association, 
to assemble, grade and _ staple, 
warehouse, finance and market col- 
lectively their cotton. There are 
16 of these associations, and last 
year they handled 1,163,684 bales. 
They have handled 7,812,842 bales 
of cotton during the past eight 
years. They are in a better condi- 
tion today to serve the cotton far- 
mers then before,” Mr. 
O’Neal said. 

“With the enactment of the fed- 
eral agricultural marketing act and 
the coming of the federal farm 
board, with large and helping pow- 
er, the era of the greatest growth 
and usefulness of our cotton co- 
operatives is just ahead,” Mr, 
O'Neal assured.

Smith stated that the Riv- 
er Falls Power Company intends 
to remove its omsolete machinery 
and when equipment is proper will 
voluntarily ask for revision in 
rates. He estimated that he can 
make a profit on power delivered 
to the Alabama Power Company 
at Plorala, where the distribution 
system is owned by the Alabama 
Power Company, on a basis of 1.5 
cents per kilowatt hour and stated 
that the Alabama Power Company 
had estimated the cost of deliver- 
ing power to Florala at 3.1 cents 
per kilowatt hour, 

Smith told the commission that 
his investigations had convinced 
him that isolated operations can be 
carried on more economically with 
Diesel oil engines than by long 
transmission lines and that a plant 
with Diesel engines could serve 
Florala and Lockhart at much less 
cost than the long transmission 
line. On cross-examination he said 
jhe could generate power with Die- 
sel engines, meet all costs, includ- 
ing interest, and sell it at a profit 
at wholesale at two and one-half 
cents per kilowatt hour, 

The River Falls Power Company 
was recently transferred to nosth- 
ern capitalists by E. L. Moore and 
Cyrus O’Neal, of Andalusia, and 
associates. Smith became president 
of the corporation when the trans- 
fer was made.
